‘The t itself was kept 
wecret. A statement issued by the 
Lebanese Embassy in Cairo stressed 
thet the new tt did not 
affect a 1969 accord which pro- 
vided the terrorists with an autono- 
mous status at refugee camps in 
Lebanon. 

Beirut's leading “An-Nahar" 
newspaper quoted President Sulei- 
man Franjieh as saying that ‘what 
has been reached 4s not an accord 
in the legal sense of the term but 
rather a series of military meas- 
ures.” The Beirut press said these 
measures were aimed at “safe- 
guerding Lebanon's sovereignty and 


the safety of the terrorist miove- 
ment.” 

The Beirut press differed over 
the interpretation of the new agree- 
ment. Some papers implied that 
the Lebanese authoritles came out 
stronger while others thought the 
opposite. 

In fact, there scemed to be πὸ 
drastic change in the basic relation- 
ship between the Lebanese author- 
fties ond the terrorists. The latter 
seem to have emerged slightly 
stronger, with the Lebanese failing 
to impose their authority on them. 

The main Lebanese defeat lay in 
the failure to force the withdrawal 
of the terrorists and their weapons 
from populated districts, including 
the suburbs of Beirut. 

Jordan insisted on terrorist with- 
drawal from cities and populated 
areas when it had a similar con- 
frontation with the terrorists in 
September 1970. After a subsequent 
accord failed to estabilsh stability 
there, the Jordanians quelled ter- 
rorlst challenges in a swift crack- 
down in July the following year. 

Judging from hints about the new 
Beirut agreement, the Lebanese now 
seem to be stuck with the terrorist 
problem. New confrontations may 
cceur oceasionally as the causes of 
friction remain. 

The Lebanese authorities are now 
expected to strengthen their military 
potential for the future. But the 
terrorists are expected to do the 
Same now that they have established 
their presence in Lebanon. 

One of the most signticant results 
of the Betrut episode is the support 
and sympathy the ierrorists have 
earned in the various Arab states. 

What could be even more signifi- 
cant is the sudden concern of the 
Soviet Union over the future of the 
terrorist movement, The Cairo-based 
terrorist radfo said last night that 
the Soviet ambassador in Belrut. 
Servar Azimov, yesterday conferred 
with Fatah chief Yasser Arafat. 
This was one of several meetings 
the Soviet diplomat had with Arafat 
during the terrorist confrontation 
with the Lebanese.

— A new “bulk- 
uploader" for «cement, recently 


acquired by the port management 
here, has not lived up to expecta- 
tions. While the Ports Authority has 
called It “ome of the most modern 
pieces of equipment of its kind in 
the world,” Mr. Yeheskel Shelah, a 
member of the Nesher Portland Ce- 
ment executive, said Friday that it 
May cause the national economy 
very heavy financial losses.

New money 
for emirates 


BAHRAIN (Reuter), — Distribu- 
tion of a new unified currency in 
the United Arab Emirates (UAE), 
scheduled to start yesterday, was 
delayed without any immediate ex- 
planation.

LUSAKA (AP}. — The Zambian 
Government announced on Friday 
night that all import Neences for 
manufacturers “will be processed 
directly by the Ministry of Trade 
and Industry" in an effort to help 
manufacturers hit by low import 
quotas cause by the closure of 
the Zambian-Rhodesia border, 

Some wholesalers had already shut 
Gown depots and manufacturers had 
threatened to lay-off hundreds of 
workers as a result of shortages 
of imported goods and raw mate- 
rials. 

The Zambian Goverament was 
warned early this month by several 
manufacturers, wholesalers and re- 
tailers that large numbers of em- 
ployees faced redundancy unless the 
new import quota system caused by 
the January border closure with 
Rhodesla was not revised. 

Tt was eariler disclosed that the 
re-routing of Zambian exports ond 
imports following the border closure 
with Rhodesia wiil cost the Zambiax 
Government $80m. in capital ex- 
penditure up to the end of 1974. 

Government Secretary-Generzl 
Aaron Milner disclosed this in un 
address to the Zambian branch ΟΣ 
the Chartered Institute of Transport.
